The Bureau of Plant Industry of the Department of Agriculture 
is working intensively on a means of combatting diseases of mint 
crops. In view of cost of mint oil the matter is of particular in- 
terest. In the department's efforts to develop a disease resistant 
plant consideration has to be given retaining the true mint flavor 
to which the public is accustomed. Crosses tried so far have 
resulted in changes in flavor that would be noticeable to consumers.

Hydrogen Peroxide Used to Sterilize Milk in 
Italy During the War 


During the war, high purity hydrogen peroxide was used to 
sterilize milk in Italy. Italian chemists reporting to the United 
States Army’s Quartermaster Corps state that the process is 
simple and effective. Imporant factors are adequate time and 
hydrogen peroxide of 30 percent concentration, stable, and free 
from lead, arsenic, or any heavy metals. Two percent of the 
chemical by weight sterilizes milk in about 8 hours, and the 
effect lasts for at least three days — without any refrigeration. 


The milk is as nourishing and digestible as the raw or pasteurized 
product and is said to be improved in flavor. The structure of 
the milk is not changed, so butter and cheese can be made by the 
usual methods. A promising development by the Montecatini 
plant near Milan, Italy, is the production of solid hydrogen-urea 
compound tablets. (As reported in Federal Science Progress- 
Dept. of Commerce, Washington, D. C. Issue of May 1947)

ROBLEM — “After-cooking” or retorting after fill- 

ing has been a required operation in the processing 
of juices. Elimination of this step in the production 
cycle has been an apparent means of cutting costs, par- 
ticularly that involving labor and steam. 


SOLUTION — A recently developed high temperature 
heater and sterilizer eliminates “after-cooking.’’ This 
is a combination unit designed to give the complete 
cycle of pre-heating and pasteurizing or sterilizing of 
extracted juices or semi-liquids.

In Some tomato juice, for example, the tomatoes

The 
juices are returned to a section of the high tempera- 
ture unit where the temperature is raised to about 205 
degrees. The product then passes to another section of 
the unit where the temperature is raised to about 255 
or 260 degrees. 


The product when heated to above the normal boiling 
point, is constantly circulated and maintained under 
pressure to preclude boiling of the product. This elimi- 
nates filming of the product on the tubes. 


From this section, the product passes to the holding 
coils where it is held at high temperatures for a period 
sufficient to insure sterilization. It is then circulated 
through the cooling section which permits automatic 
control of the temperature of the product to the filling 
machine. 


By means of the special construction of the cooling 
section, the same cooling medium (water) may be used 
and re-used without waste and the general efficiency of 
the unit kept very high because the heat absorbed in 
cooling is used in pre-heating.

The product is cut cleanly with- 
out tearing and is fed to another revolving arm which takes 
it in another direction, all the time turning it over, knead- 
ing it and smoothing out oversize articles as it contacts the 
bottom and side of the mixer body.

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Starch and Syrup Made From 
Wheat Flour 


Plans for large scale application of process are 
reported 


During the war sugar shortages prompted the National 
Regional Research Laboratory to make investigations 
on the possibility of producing starch from wheat or 
wheat flour and using this starch, like cornstarch, for 
the production of a glucose syrup. The so-called bat- 
ter process for separating starch and gluten from wheat 
flour was developed. This process was recommended 
for use in beet sugar factories, after some alterations 
in equipment, for the preparation of a concentrated 
starch suspension and the conversion of this starch sus- 
pension into glucose syrup. 


Taking a typical beet sugar plant with a capacity of 
1000 tons of beets per day, it was estimated that it could 
process 144,000 pounds of moisture-free flour per day 
with a daily yield of 148,000 pounds of glucose syrup. 
This syrup would have a gravity of about 43° Baume 
and 29,000 pounds of denatured gluten, containing 3% 
moisture. 


Before the end of the war, one firm used the batter form 
on a large scale in a beet sugar plant and converted the 
starch suspension into syrup. 


Industrial interest in the process increased during the 
past year. Several companies made small scale tests 
with the process and some undertook to produce wheat 
starch and gluten commercially. New applications of 
the process have been primarily for the production of 
alcohol and glucose syrup from the starch. 


Recent commercial production is reported to be at the 
following rates: Dextrose sugar and glucose syrup, 150 
to 200 million pounds; high protein wheat gluten, 20- 
30 million pounds; industrial alcohol, more than 5 mil- 
lion proof gallons. (Summarized from annual report of 
Bureau of Agricultural & Industrial Chemistry -—

Care in Blanching Big Factor 
In Frozen Vegetable Quality 


Studies reveal results of various methods on 
asparagus, snap and lima beans, corn, etc. 


Scalding (blanching) vegetables prior to freezing has 
been standard practice for years. Heating the individual 
pieces to an internal temperature of about 165 degrees 
F, has been considered the only means of accomplishing 
a number of objectives. These are: — (1) To in- 
inactivate certain enzymes which produce poor texture, 
aroma and flavor in the stored frozen product; (2) 
To brighten and fix green, yellow or red colors in 
vegetables prior to freezing; (3) To wash and par- 
tially sterilize the fresh product; (4) To soften or 
decrease the crispness of eee? so that they can 
be easily packed; (5) To dissolve and remove bitter- 


ness or other undesirable flavors in certain greens or 
other vegetables; (6) To expel from the tissues of 
certain vegetables certain gases which promote oxida- 
tion, 


Scalding and subsequent cooling reduce the amount of 
aroma, flavor and soluble nutrients in vegetables and 
increase the amount of free water in vegetable tissues, 
thereby causing the formation of larger ice crystals, 7 
softening the texture and increasing leakage. Special r 
equipment with temperature and time controls is re- v 
quired... A great deal of heat is needed, and this has P 
to be removed immediately by refrigeration. Important al 
questions are: What is the optimum time and tempera- it 
ture for heating the vegetables? What is the most st 
suitable source and form of heat? What is the optimum re 
time, temperature and method for cooling the product SC 
before proceeding to the next operation? ce 


Examination of frozen vegetable in commercial packs, O 
in freezer locker packs, reveals that improper scalding bl 
is the cause of poor quality in many frozen products. w 
Results of extensive tests by the Georgia Experiment be 
Station have been published in a bulletin and are re- 
ported briefly here. ; 
Detailed studies were made on asparagus, lima beans, 
snapbeans, soybeans, corn on the cob, cream style corn, 8! 
okra, onions, field (cow) peas, and squash. Most of

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water, live steam and under steam pressure. Cooling 
was generally done in the shortest possible time in iced 
water. Salt was the only seasoning added at the time 
of cooking. 


Final records of the cooked products were made on 
score cards, with a possible score of 100, assigning a 
value of 15 for oat 15 for color, 10 for aroma, 
20 for texture and 40 for flavor. Examinations were 
made at the end of 6, 9 and 12 months storage. Snap 
beans and soybeans were examined at the end of 18 
months storage. Color readings were made with a 
Lovibond tintometer. Red, yellow and blue colors were 
read directly, while green and brown were shown as 
combinations of these colors. 


The results of the tests are summarized at the end of the 
report as follows: (1) Nine representative vegetables 
were used to study methods of scalding (blanching) 
prior to freezing. (2) Based on present knowledge 
and availability of equipment the six methods of scald- 
ing vegetables are listed in order of preference: live 
steam, hot water, steam pressure, electronic heat, infra- 
red light, ultraviolet light. (3) Vegetables properly 
scalded and otherwise properly processed kept in good 
condition for more than one year in freezing storage. 


Offensive characteristics developed in unscalded vegeta- 
bles within three months and in under-scalded vegetables 
within six to nine months. Those that were over-scalded 
became brown in color and lost aroma and flavor. Many 
poor or mediocre frozen vegetable products are made so 
by improper scalding. (4) Detailed studies with 
snap beans and squash indicate that these products may 
give negative results from peroxidase tests immediately 
after scalding, and positive tests at a later date. Studies 
with asparagus, lima beans, sn ap beans, soybeans, corn 
and field (cow peas) indicated that these vegetables, 
when lightly scalded, retained flavor, texture, aroma, and 
color in excellent condition for a few months, but after 6 
months in freezing storage developed characteristics of 
unscalded products. These results indicate that enzymes 
that are apparently inactivated for a while become active 
at a later date. (5) The optimum scalding for vegeta- 
bles for freezing is that which is just sufficient to 
inactivate enzymes for a storage period of one year, and 
not sufficient to remove a noticeable amount of natural 
color, aroma and flavor from the product. (Summarized

Pectin From Sugar Beet Pulp 


Inexpensive processing method developed 


Sugar beet pulp is a rich source of pectin. The pulp, 
now used as a stock feed, is richer in pectin than are 
other sources such as citrus fruits. 


A reasonable and cheap method of peneening the beet 
pectin has been developed, according to Andrew Van 
Hook and Elizabeth Roboz of the Natural Resources 
Research Institute of the University of Wyoming and 
is being investigated for its industrial applications. 
It is at present being used as an emulsifier and as a 
thickening agent. in cosmetics. 


Purified beet pectin is identical with citrus and apple 
meee in chemical composition the researchers said. 
iffers from them in that it does not form as brilliant 
and strong a gel with sugar, water and acid. The 
explanation of this has not yet been determined. (Sum-

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Influence of Processing Techniques 
on Vitamin Retention 


Investigations contrast high-short process and 
conventional methods 


“The Influence of Processing Technique on Vitamin 
Retention” was the subject of a paper presented the 
Corn Canners’ Conference. The report presents brief- 
ly certain phases of the process of evaluation. The data 
is presented on the vitamin retention when white corn 
was new packed. (A) With a short retention time at 
270 degrees — 300 degrees F as compared with the con- 
ventional pack. (B) With the cans of corn agitated 
during the processing period as compared with cans 
still during the processing. 


Thiamine, known to be unstable to heat in customary 
processing, was chosen as the vitamin to be measured. 
Niacin was included for the opposite reasons, its known 
stability to heat. Thiamine retention in the high-short 
processing was 90% as compared with 40% in the con- 
ventional processing. Niacin was more than 100% for 
the high short process and 100% for the conventional 
process. Retention of Niacin in vacuum packing with 
agitation of can as compared with conventional methods 
showed no appreciable differences. 


Thiamine, however, has a 75% retention in 307 x 316 
cans when agitated and vacuum packed as compared 
with a 50% retention when conventionally packed. 
With larger cans, 603 x 408, the retention of thiamine

Bottles at Rate of 2000 Per Hr. 


Apparatus completely enclosed under Plexiglas;

The previously laborious job of hand filling intraveneous 
solution bottles is now speeded up and sterile conditions 
made even more certain by a machine completely enclosed 
in Plexiglas. The filling head fills seven bottles automatic- 
ally and simultaneously at the rate of 2000 an hour and 
handles either 100 cc., 500 cc. or 1000 cc. sizes. 


The apparatus was designed especially by the Engineering 
Department of Frederick Stearns & Co. (Div. — Sterling 
Drug Co.) for bottling Parenamine, amino acid solution 
for parenteral injection. The Parenamine filling room in 
which the machine is installed, is itself kept sterile by germi- 
cidal lamps. From glass lined sterile vats where the mix- 


ture is prepared, the finished Parenamine is brought in con- 
tainers to a mobile filter press. 


The filter press is attached 





to a special 20 liter Pyrex glass container projecting from 
the central section of the Pyrex glass hood. This glass con- 
tainer feeds the solution direct to the filling head. The 
filing head is easily removed for sterilization. 


Sterilized bottles are fed into one end of the Plexiglas 
hood and are carried under the filling head and out the 
opposite end on a moving stainless conveyor chain. The 
bottles are constantly subjected to ultgaviolet rays. To safe- 
guard their interior sterility, each bottle that moves into 
the apparatus is fitted with an aluminum cap. Part of the 
automatic process consists of removal of these caps under 
the Plexiglas hood and their rejection through a slot before 
the bottles reach the filling head. 


After the bottles have been filled, newly sterilized rubber 
caps are immediately fitted in place. The caps are further 
sealed to prevent any tampering prior to use. Machinery 
for operating the conveyor and the filling head is enclosed 
beneath the filling space which is table height from the 
floor. While a system of electrical cams now operate the 
filling head, electronic controls will eventually be used.

Pectinate Dip Film 
For Sausage & Vegetables 


A new pectinate material which can be 
made from citrus peel or apple pomace 
and which can be used as a soluble pro- 
tective covering for sausage and other 
meat and food products was recently an- 
nounced by Dr. Louis B. Howard, Chief of 
the Bureau of Agricultural & Industrial 
Chemistry of the Agricultural Research Ad- 
ministration. 


The method for making this new coating 
material is simple and easily controlled. 
A 2% dispersion of low-methyl pectin is 
prepared and adjusted to suitable acidity. 
A salt of calcium is added in a quantity 
that will permit a solution of calcium pec- 
tinate to form at about 158 degrees F., but 
which will cause the material to gel when 
cooled to 104 degrees. The sausage or 
other meat products molded into any de- 
sired shape, is dipped into the solution for 
about three seconds, removed, and the gel 
coating dried in a current of warm air for 
half an hour to form the film coating to 
good strength. The product can then be 
stored in the usual way. 


If the coating is boiled the film is dis- 
solved; if fried or roasted the film may be 
consumed with the meat since it is tender 
and edible. The material is promising as 
a coating material for a number of foods, 
including fruits and vegetables. The films 
may be made on a commercial scale. The 
new product is a result of research of the 
Bureau's Western Regional Branch Labora- 
tory at Albany, Cal. (USDA — Agricul- 
tural Research Administration, Washing- 
ton, D. C.)

Milk of Magnesia Answer to 
Swelling Problem in 
Canning Cheese 


In canned cheese the continued production 
of gas swells the ends of the cans. Some 
shoppers think the contents has spoiled. 
Professor A. C. Dahlberg of Cornell Uni- 
versity, put powdered milk of magnesia in 
test lots of cheese before canning them. 
With as little as one fifteenth of an ounce 
of magnesia per can of cheese there will 
be no gas pressure for several years, and 
since the supply of oxygen is soon ex- 
hausted, the can will not rust inside. (Am- 
inco Lab, News — American Instrument 
Co., Silver Spring, Maryland.)
